The many Judges of tho international
arbitration court, the foreign diplo-
mats residont in Tho Haguo and all
the prominent officials of the govern-
ment or The Netherlands will take-pa- rt

Tho president of Carneido T oun-dati- on,

M. von Kamebcck. will make a(
speech lc French formally transferring'
the palace to the iHternatlpnal court,
and the Minister of Foreign Affairs
will make a brief speech of accept-nnc-

At the conclusion of tho cere-
monies the hundreds of guests will
make a tour of inspection, of tha buHd-ln- g

and Us grounds.
Those who have, already been privi-

leged to Inspect the palace pronounce
it an edifice of unusual beauty and
magnificence It occupies a command-
ing site on tho broad avenue, connect-
ing Tho Hasue with tho popular sea-
side resort of Scexeningon. Thf
grounds, comprise, sixteen acres, which"
once w6re the garden of the palace
belonging to the late Ftrincess Anna
Paulowna, tho grandmother of Queen
Wllhelmlna.

In tho corner of the main floor, at
the base of the tower, is smaller
courtroom which U to be used for

the offices of secretarv and staff of
the permanent organization, room

Thu
upper floor of the building, which is
reached by a monumental stairway,
contains the rooms of tho administra-
tive council and other officials of tho
permanent court and several rooms
